REMARKS

before the deadline for the payment of the issue fee. Applicants have hereby complied with 
Examiner's request and submit the following remarks. 

IDS No. 1 

The first IDS ("IDS No. 1") was submitted on June 2, 2004. No fee was due for IDS No. 
1, as it was filed within three months of the filing date of the patent application. IDS No. 1 
documents included a postcard, which was returned to Applicants with a U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (USPTO) stamp of June 7, 2004.
